Dr. Friedmann Discusses His 
Treatment for Phthisis. 


German Surgeon Explains H is Discov­ 
ery of Vaccine for His Consump­ 
tion Remedy. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 13.- Dr. Fried 
rich Friedmann of Berlin 
discussed 
here before the Canadian Association 
for the Prev ention of Tuberculosis, hL 
treatm ent for tuberculosis, the man 
tier of its discov ery an« l the pr.eau 
lions he took to insure its harm less 
ness. 
He said he ha« l spent 23 y ears 
In research work to find a tuberculin« * 
that was not tox ic and v irulent and, 
hav ing found it, tried it first of uil on 
himself. 
He discarded human tubercle bacil­ 
li, he said, after many ex periments, 
because he feared the result* were too 
dang erous. 
The end of h is research 
came, he asserted, when he fouml 
s 
bacillus which orig inated in a cold 
blooded 
anim al— the 
turtle- which 
bacillus becam e a v irulent and a tox ic 
after frequent transplantation. 
"When that condition was reached," 
he said, "I injected It Into my self, 
then into patients Infected with tuber 
culosis, then into h**althy children in 
tubercular surroundings I hav e found 
the remedy Inv ariably harmless."
